HARRY HARPER, at Willys- 
Overland, sees a silver lining to 
the company’s particular cloud. 
The vice president in charge of 
sales isn’t saying much about the 
reorganization scheme that is on 
the fire, but there’s a smug look 
about him that may be interpreted 
to meau that mebbe he has eaten 
the canary. 

Operating under a receivership, 
Willys-Overland hasn’t been doing 
so badly. The plant has been 
turning out 100 units a day since 
the middle of May and indica- 
tions point to this pace being 
maintained. I learned something 
—that all the manufacturing ac- 
tivities on the passenger car line 
have been confined to the produc- 
tion of the little job, the one with 
the 100-inch wheelbase. Exports 
are going great guns. 

“In June we had an increase of 
300 per cent over the correspond- 
ing month last year throughout 
the entire south,” said Harper. 
“In California in the same month 
the increase was 146 per cent. 
Things look good—we’ve had to 
increase our production schedules 
three times since we went into 
the receivership. I feel encour- 


aged.”

SPICER has been adding con- 
siderably to its working forces in 
its huge plants in comparison 
with last year and things look so 
good to William Fairhurst that 
he does not hesitate to predict 
that if truck sales hold up, as he 
expects them to do, August will 
exceed both June and July so far 
as Spicer is concerned. 

Fairhurst senses a big business 
in heavy duty trucks and he tells 
me of a couple of trends he has 
noted in this line. He says that 
the heavy duty trucks are going 
100 per cent to helical gears and 
getting away from the spur type. 
A bus trend he reports is that 
they are going back to three- 
speed transmissions and dropping 
five-speed sets in favor of the 
quietness of operation of the 
three.

In addition to fixing hours of 
labor and minimum wages, the 
tentative and temporary docu- 
ment undertakes to establish a 
code of fair practices designed to 
wipe out some of the serious and 
widely recognized evils in the 
truck field.

Dayton, Ohio, Aug. 15.—Mem- 
bers of the Dayton Automobile 
Dealers Association held a lunch- 
eon meeting at the Van Cleve 
hotel, Wednesday noon, August 9, 
at which they heard a report cov- 
ering the tenth district confer- 
ence of the National Automobile 
Dealers Association held at the

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Chevrolet Opens 
Fall Sales Drive 


Detroit, Aug. 15.—The first of 
the series of Chevrolet regional 
meetings opened here yesterday 
and winds up today. From here 
General Sales Manager Harry 
Klingler and ten of his aides will 
swing around a circuit which will 
include Atlanta, New York, Buf- 
falo, Chicago, St. Louis, Dallas 
and Oakland, Cal. The purpose 
of these meetings is to discuss 
plans for the fall campaign and 
each session will bring together 
the field men in each of the zones. 

Following the dinner at the 
Book-Cadillac last night, Klingler 
in an interview discussed the Na- 
tional Recovery Act and pointed 
out that as a result of Chev- 
rolet’s prompt and whole-hearted 
co-operation, factory employment 
now exceeds 47,000 men, which is 
higher than at any time since the 
peak of 1929. 

“In the neighborbood of 11,000 
men have been added to our fac- 
tory payrolls since June 10, and 
Chevrolet was the first motor car 
manufacturer in the industry to 
increase wages and shorten work- 
ing hours. Approximately 47,000 
employes are now receiving twen- 
ty per cent higher wages than in 
March of this year,” said Mr. 
Klingler. He also stated, “We 
have not only done everything 
which the NRA suggests, but have 
in a number of instances gone 
further than the provisions of the 
code require.” 


When asked whether or not, in 
his opinion, the automobile indus- 
try could maintain its present rate 
of sales for the balance of this 
year, Klingler stated quite frank- 
ly, “I don’t know—but we hope it 
can.” 


“There are too many unknown 
factors to permit anyone to make 
a definite forecast of the amount 
of business that will be done in 
the next five months by any in- 
dustry—and especially is this true 
in the retailing of motor cars. 

“For the past four months sales 
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of passenger cars and trucks in 
our price class would indicate that 
a portion of the country’s pent- 
up buying power is being released. 
Whether it continues throughout 
the balance of the year no one 
can foretell, with any degree of 
certainty—but we hope it will. 

“As far as we personally are 
concerned, and I am _ speaking 
only for Chevrolet, we are very 
much gratified with the number 
of cars and trucks our dealers 
have sold this year. At the pres- 
ent time our sales for the first 
seven and a half months of 1933 
exceeds our entire 1932 volume by 
10,000 units.”

mark, actually the registrations 
in the first twenty states to re- 
port showed a gain of about 
twelve per cent over the same 
states in June. The figures were 
64,977 against the June total in 
the same states of 57,296. 

Comparison with last year’s fig- 
ures for the same states for July 
so completely blot out the show- 
ing for last year that it is scarcely 
worth making. The sales in the 
same twenty states during July, 
1932, totaled only 35,730 units as 
compared with the 64,977 units in 
the same states this year. This 
represents a gain of about eighty 
per cent during this July over 
July a year ago. 

Should the present indicated 
trend hold when the total regis- 
trations for July are available it 
would be the first time in the 
record that July proved the peak 
month for the year. Even better 
than that is the claims by certain 
leaders in the industry that the 
current month, August, may even 
exceed July. Whether this is true 
or not still remains to be seen. 
It is known here, however, that 
many of the companies had 
trimmed their August production 
sales in anticipation of a let up 
in sales during the month which 
has not developed to the degree 
expected. As a result, many of 
the companies have found it nec- 
essary to revise their schedules 
upward so that by the end of the 
month the margin between July 
and August production may be 
scarcely noticeable.

code in which the dealer would 
come under paragraph two. If any 
dealer feels that any section of 
that code will prove injurious to 
him, Mr. Vesper urges that he 
sign anyway and use paragraph 
fourteen to claim desired excep- 
tions. 

The Emergency Committee is 
made up of one representative 
from each of 28 districts in the 
country. If the delegate himself 
cannot attend an alternate for 
the same district will substitute 
for him. Their first duty will be 
to consider every code submitted 
to district advisory committees or 
direct to headquarters and pro- 
ceed as rapidly as possible to 
make such adjustments in all the 
provisions recommended as may 
be necessary to bring them into 
conformity with the national law. 
Every recommendation will be 
considered, but for the sake of 
simplifying the code, will be co- 
ordinated and made uniform. 

This committee is the governing 
body for the NRA for this indus- 
try, it is charged with the en- 
forcement of the code, its func- 
tions are the general planning 
and co-ordinating for the retail 
division of the automobile indus- 
try, and the co-operation with 
similar boards of other divisions 
of this industry and other indus- 
tries, to the end of effecting @ 
balanced national recovery.
